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INCENTIVE LICENSING = Improvement or Status 
(Continuation of remarks by Lioyd Sherman, W3CDY) 


Another month has passed, and I will try to pick up where I teft off prea 
viously, 

Briefly, and in summary, I tried to show how we have been status quo for 

so tong and that we hate to be disturbed from this “position of achievment", 
If FCC sees fit to initiate new regulations, then why use call sign idente 
ification to reflect the class of ficense you hold or establish a status? 
Should it not be for identification only? 

FCC has further proposed this cail lette* assignment as a convenience in 
monitoring, Convenience in, or ease of, monitoring is excellent so long as 
this is the true accomplishment, I contend that this ruiing will not accomp= 
lish a thing. 

According to Docket 15928 certain band segments would aliow only certain. 
ciass Jicense holders the privelege of operation; the cai! fetter assign- 
ment being the basis for identification. Based on this, one would only need 
to tune that segment of the band, listen to calls and pick out violators, 
That is, assuming that everyone used his or her assigned caff!, Can you 
imagine a violator moving into this segment of the band and using his call, 
which would immediately and positively identify him as a violator? What 
would be the means of evasion if one wished to violate such privelges? 
First, if one has no intention of abiding by the reguiations he will cere 
tainiy not use identification which marks him as a violator, whether he 
holds a valid caifl of another class or no cail at afl. In short, we will 
find call letters, of the category prescribed, in the proper section of the 
band, and the search for violators must proceed by other means. 

Let*’s now take a look at the changes necessary if one progressed as well as 
regulations permit. To start your carrer in ham radio you qualify for a 
Novice License, and you are assigned the call KN3ABC., About a year later 

you pass the exam and drop the "N" and are now K3ABC, This is basically the 
call you started with, and if anyone else held this call it was at least 
five years before, In another year you make the grade for the new Amateur 
First Class = now you may be assigned KA3DE and K3ABC would go back for re- 
assignment, Now, will the FCC hold K3ABC for five years? Now to the next 
class, Amateur Extra = you may be assigned WA3FD. So, in iess than four 
years one might hold four different call signs. Two of these signs would be 
returned for reassignment, but if they are not held for five years the 
change and re-assignment in calls could be so rapid that confusion would be 
created within the files of FCC, pius the extra burden of the filing of all 
these changes, This does not even approach the confusion of using the Call-~ 
Book with its never up=to-date addresses. I can only ask, how many QSL cards 
would never reach the right station, plus all those which would be correct- 
iy sent = but to the wrong station! It is hard to believe that the FCC 
really wants this situation, 

Before we leave this: phase, let us consider the fellow who has a General 
Ciass license, a call that he has held for ten or more years and which he 
likes, He is known by his call and if he changed it he woujd need new QSL 
cards, new license plates for his car = plus those calli jietter plates found 
In every shack, FCC may reply, "We are not interested = that is your problem 
to solve." True, ft is our problem, and the licensee would probably reply, 
"I'm satisfied with my call and like it so well that I*il remain a General." 
Incentive? Certainiy not! these regulations would kill al! incentive with 
these satisfied operators, 

The Advanced Class Ifcensee seems dropped like a "hot potato", Paragraph 6D 
of the Docket explains the basis for dropping the Advanced Class to General! 
Class;"There no longer exists any valid distinction between the Advanced and 
General Class license as to the difficulty of the examination", When the 
Advanced Class examination was available there was a vatid distinction, as 
that was the basis for obtaining this class. If there has been an upgrading 


INCENTIVE LICENSING (continued) 
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of the General Class examination to the present time (as is the case), how 
do you draw a distinction? The distinction should be based on the examin-~ 
ations covering the period, If I took the examination for General in 1950 
and you took the Advanced at the same time and we both passed, why do you 
now lose the distinction of an Advanced Class license on the basis of ",., 
there no jionger exists, etc.ccssccoot. I did not take any additional examin- 
ation, you did! If anyone can Support more incentive, it is certainty you, 
the holder of the Advanced Class, Many holders of this class date back to 
the 1935 era and if one has remained active all this time it would certain-~ 
ly seem fair to grant him an Amateur First Class license, 

(Since Lloyd wrote the above the allewise ARRL has declared in favor of 
much the same set-up in the comments filed with FCC, Ed) | 

I have covered the parts of Docket 15928 which I consider in need of re- 
vision, It is on this basis that I shall prepare my “comments" to be pre-= 
sented to the Commésion, Give {t some serious thought = maybe you too will 
find enough "incentive" to file your comments,

1...For those coming to the clambake via Route 422 WEST, take 422 WEST by- 
pass around Reading. The by-pass begins just west of the Dutch Colony jm, 
Motor Inn. Keep to the left after passing the Dutch Colony to enter by- 

pass. See Part 4 of these instructions for more info after getting on the 
by-pass. 7 a4 one =~ 


2.o.o%0r those coming to the clambake via the turnpike. Get off the turnpike 
at the Morgantown interchange, then take Route 176 NORTH which connects 
with the Reading By-pass. Follow Route 422 WEST after getting on the by- 
pass. See Part 4 of these instructions for more info after getting on the 
by-pass. 


& »ofor those coming up Route $62, When you reach the intersection of routes 
4Zand 422, at the White House Market in Mt. Penn, make a left turn on to 
Route 422 East and follow the turnpike arrows which will lead you to the 
by-pass. When you get on the by-pass you will be heading west on route 

422. See Part 4 for more info. 


4...Now that we have all of you on the Reading By-pass heading west (I hope) 
lets see if we can get you to the clambake without too much trouble, 

After you are on the by-pass from any of these three directions you will 
continue heading west for about six and a half miles,more or less, depend- 
ing upon the point where you entered. At this point you. have nearly 

circled Reading and you should watch for a sign for Allentown. At this 

sign the road forks and you will take the left fork(toward Allentown) and 
this will bring you into the Warren Street By-pass. Now watch for the route 
183 sign (about one mile after the Allentown sign) and turn right. You 

will come to a traffic light at the intersecton with Route 183, turn left -™ 
at this light and head north on Route 183 for a distance of 7.2 miles. — 
Here the concrete road ends and macadam begins and here is where you turn 
left (we will have signs on the poles here). This is the last turn that you 
will make, keep on this macadam road(it winds and twists) for 1.9 miles 

and look out your window to the right and you will see Berkshire Meadows, 
and this is the place you where heading for so come on in and join in the 
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
